The accident occurred when the 
heavy ladder truck of the local 
company, responding to an alarm, 
struck Russell's car at a street in­ 
tersection. Both m achines plunged 
across the street, striking a third 
car parked at the curb, rebounded 
and hit a tree on the opposite side 
of the thoroughfare. 
The tree was snapped off at the 
base and the three men riding on 
the running board of the 
truck 
were crushed to death alm ost in­ 
stantly.

R ichard Hoofer, 45, said to have 
been crazed by drink, shot and kill­ 
ed his nephew G erhard E ndregart, 
22, wounded George T h u rn b a u e r ami 
then tu rn ed the gun upon* himself, 
inflicting two wounds from which he 
probably will die. 
H oefer’s wife and th ree children 
from whom he had been separated 
witnessed th e shooting from the sec­ 
ond floor of the H oefer home.

49, 
who yesterday returned from a two 
weeks visit with her brother is be­ 
lieved 
to have 
become despondent 
when there was no one to greet her 
and turned on the gas jets of the 
stove. 
She was found dead upon the

w ith a pulm oter proved futile. 
A fter locking him self in a bath 
room, Dennis Coel, 54, who is said 
to have been in ill health for some 
time, slashed his th ro a t and wrists 
w ith a razor and was found dead. 
A m an believed to be Felix Julski, 
about 40, died at Em ergency hospi­ 
tal from th e effects of poison, whicn 
is believed to have been self-adm inis­ 
tered. 
Quick action by her sister, saved 
Mrs. Josephine Gold, 38, from death, 
afte r she is said to have taken poison 
in the presence of her two sons. At­ 
te n d a n ts at the hospital where she 
w as taken say she will recover.

URGES REVOKING THE PERMITS 
WHERE DRUGGISTS CONNIVE 
WITH BOOTLEGGERS

W ashington,

Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrews, 
dry tzar, today ordered his 23 re­ 
gional prohibition adm inistrators to 
begin war on bootleg druggists. 
In a letter to his lieutenants, An­ 
drews urged revoking of perm its of 
druggists who connive with bootleg­ 
gers and outlined methods of o b tain ­ 
ing evidence against the illicit tra d ­ 
ers. 
“ I believe It is possible to clear up 
pretty thoroughly on the diversion 
of whiskey th ro u g h its present form 
of distribution for medicinal use, by 
revoking perm its of ail til (we d ru g ­ 
gists who are party to Its misuse,” 
Andrews wrote. 
“ A dm inistrator Baird has propos­ 
ed for his district, (w estern and cen­ 
tral P ennsylvania) to lift sim ultane­ 
ously from e v e r y d ru g store in a giv­ 
en city. one pint of 
its 
medicinal 
whiskey; then test this whiskey for 
purity, 
and 
where 
the 
druggist 
handling split w hiskey or other than 
absolutely 
pure 
bottled 
In 
bond 
whiskey to revoke his perm it,” A n­ 
drew s wrote. 
“ He will then publish the names 
of those druggist handling genuine 
bottled in bond whiskey so the p ub­ 
lic may know w here it may be p u r­ 
chased fur m edicinal purposes. 
"Iii the large cities it would have 
to b e done one section at a time for 
want of enough men to handle it. 
Iii all e a s e s the bottle could be re­ 
turned to the dru g g ist after it has 
been tested.”

I. I . f . RIVIN I S INCA Ll,KH KOK FREIGHT KATE INCREASE 


T he Interstate Commerce Commission, or the I. C. C. as it is 
familiarly dubbed, bas given Brainerd a nice New Year’s present 
in the shape of uncalled for increases in freight rates from the 
Twin Cities covering less than carload lots. 
The whole thing started at Fargo and Watertown which 
complained to the I. C. C. that they were discriminated against in 
the way of freight rates, that their commercial development was 
retarded by the rates in effect. 
They made their case and pre­ 
sented it to the commission. 
And what did the commission do? 
They left the Fargo, 
Watertown rates stand and hoisted the rates on surrounding ter­ 
ritory. This leaves Fargo and Watertown at the rate first com­ 
plained of and now works an injustice on Brainerd and other ter­ 
ritory by raising our rates on less than carload lots. 
Here are a few concrete examples. 
The Lampert Brothers 
Lumber company often ships in less than carload lots of hardwood 
/boring, building paper and other supplies from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 
The old rate was 28 cents. 
Under the I. C. C. de­ 
cision, now in effect for sometime, the rate is 42 cents. 
Another 
peculiar thing about the working of this rate law is that Minne­ 
apolis can ship the same lot of stuff through Brainerd and on to 
Nisswa for only 35 cents. 
Wholesalers in Brainerd territory have a remedy by order­ 
ing carload lots, which rate is not affected. 
But many a small 
merchant keeps his stock moving and eliminates holdovers by or­ 
dering less than carload lots and consequently such a freight 
transaction carries the hoisted I. C. C. rate. 
When the new I. c. I. (less than carload) rate went into ef­ 
fect, it was just as much a surprise for Fargo and Watertown as 
the Twin Cities. The rate, for instance, on less than carload lots 
of fruit is cheaper from the Twin Cities to Ironton via Brainerd, 
than it is from Minneapolis to Brainerd. 
In a front page story Sunday, the St. Paul Pioneer Press 
stated that trucks were termed a cure for unfair rail rates, or a 
tariff raise was the only alternative, in the opinion of Ivan Bowen. 
“Motor trucks or a statewide increase in freight rates are 
the only methods of removing the discriminatory freight rates 
which now exist under the order of the Interstate Commerce com­ 
mission, setting aside the order of the Minnesota Railroad and 
Warehouse commission, is the opinion of Ivan Bowen of the state 
commission, who issued a statement following action of the fed­ 
eral district court in granting an injunction restraining the state 
body from putting into effect rates as established by the state 
commission in 1914 and supplemented by later orders. 
"Mr. Bowen’s statement follows: 
“It should be fully understood that the consequence of the 
injunction obtained against the Minnesota Railroad and Ware­ 
house commission is to stop effectively regulation by state author­ 
ity of intrastate rates of steam railroads. 
The only ‘discretion’ 
the state commission has left is to authorize an increase in rates. 
“Jobbing centers which are affected by the increased discrim­ 
inatory rates ordered by the Interstate Commerce commission 
within the state of Minnesota should not be optimistic about any 
relief that may be obtained from applications for rehearings to 
be presented to the Interstate Commerce commission. 
The appli­ 
cation will be opposed by Watertown and Fargo, and delays of 
months are bound to be encountered. 
“This commission will bring on for hearing at the first op­ 
portunity applications of motor truck companies proposing to 
serve the territory now discriminated against by the rate increases 
authorized by the Interstate Commerce commission. 
“Furthermore, it must be born in mind that the Interstate 
Commerce commission is now considering increased rates on 
grains within the state of Minnesota and also has just handed 
down a decision to the effect that flax seed rates in Minnesota 
are discriminatory and should be increased.” 
The Pioneer Press then relates history of the rate case. The 
federal district court granted railroads of the state, with the ex­ 
ception of the Chicago Great Western, an injunction restraining 
the State Railroad and Warehouse commission from putting its 
rates into effect, which are lower than those granted by the In­ 
terstate Commerce commission. 
The contention of various shippers in communities affected 
by the federal commission order is that a discriminatory freight 
rate is in effect and as a result these shippers are experiencing a 
financial burden. 
Hearings on an order to show cause why the various rail­ 
roads of Minnesota should not abide by the state commission’s 
orders were held more than a month ago, at which time leading 
shippers, officials of civic and commercial organizations protested 
that a discrimination in rates had been established. 
The rates of 
the Interstate Commerce commission are approximately 49 per 
cent higher on the average than those established by the state 
body. 
Subsequent to the hearings held in the capital, Governor 
Christianson headed a delegation of state officials to Washington 
where it was sought lo have a rehearing on the question before 
the Interstate Commerce commission. 
Although this hearing vir­ 
tually is granted, it will be many months before any definite ac­ 
tion will be taken. 
It is believed the only solution in removing 
the existing discrimination is the motor truck.

BEING A CHAMPION 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Jan. 18.—Just before Helen Wills, the American tennis cham­ 
pion, sailed for a series of matches in France and England, she was asked 
if she felt in condition for a hard campaign. 
"Never felt better,” she replied. 
"I’ve been practicing five hours a day, 
live days in the week all during the fall and winter.” 
To those who may think that the life of a champion is all roses and fun, 
this mcy be a revelation. 
To keep her game at its peak she had to work harder and longer every 
day than many professional men and along with it she devoted enough of 
lier time to study to become one of tile honor members of her class at the 
University of California. 
The ordinary citizen who lias to content himself with a vacation of two 
weeks once in twelve months and labor for the wherewith to enjoy 
it Is 
moved to think that a ranking tennis player has a snap. 
All a star has to do, the surface evidence indicates, is to travel all sum­ 
mer from fashionable club to fashionable club, be welcomed and feted by 
society and spend many times less than thirty minutes in actual competition. 
This, it is true, is the act thut appears on the stage. The life behind the 
scenes is another matter. 
To hold a place of prominence in tile spotlight, an athlete has to be a 
star and remain a star. 
With the proper talent it is not as difficult to reach 
the top as it is to remain there. 
The tennis player, tile boxer and the baseball player have the Incentive 
of ambition when they 
are climbing to the top but 
when they 
reach the goal 
there is un instinctive impulse to let down. 
Keeping in condition entails a .lot of sacrifice. 
Regular hours and a 
regulated diet have to be observed, forms of amusement have to be re­ 
stricted and a fight has to lie waged constantly to ward off that feeling of 
boredom that even a champion can’t avoid at times in his game. 
"Five hours a day, five days a week,’’ explains why Helen Wills is a 
champion before her career has hardly started. 
The young champion probably had no more natural ability when she first 
put a racquet in her hand than any other youngster starting the game. 
She 
applied herself, however, and kept plugging away hour after hour, day after 
day, until she became one of the best players in the world. 
She is practically alone in the American field as far as opposition is con­ 
cerned but she has not let down. 
No doubt she has her mind on the crown worn by Mile. Suzanne Lenglen, 
the world’s champion, and with the perseverance that seems to be her most 
prominent characteristic, she surely will wear it some day.
